BANUS OF NATION 
MADE FINE RECORD 
PAST TWO DAYS 


Washington, D. C., Nor. 6 —Es­ 
tablishing a record for immunity 
from failure, national hanks of the 
United States ha\u goue through • 
the last 22 months with only one j 
enforced closing, according to an ; 
announcement last night by John 
Skelton Williams, comptroller of I 
the currency. 
Th** one failure reported by WU 
Hams was lu 1918. no bank baviur » 
bren forced to suspend during the I 
last IO months *>f this calendar 
y**ar. 
This record, Williams said. 
Hands out as 30 times better than 
the average for any similar period 
in the 40 years’ lite of the present 
national banking system. 
For the first IO months of the 
present ye ar 221 charters for new 
batlonal banks were granted by the 
comptroller. 
Of these, 41 were 
made operative in October. 
The 
banks chartered in October. Wil­ 
liams* statement showed, had an 
aggregate capital of 13.930,000, as 
compared with five charters grant 
ed in October, 1918, with an ag­ 
gregate capital of $185,000. 
The tremendous strides taken by 
American business, the comptroller 
said, was reflected in the number 
of banka increasing their capital 
stock, as well as in the granting of 
new charters. 
According to the 
comptroller’s figures, 298 national 
banks added a total of $42,658,000 
to their combined 
capital 
stock 
during the first IO ra^nthi of this 
year. In the same period last year, 
the figures 
showed, 
151 national 
banks increased their capital stool: 
by $18,379,000.
